gust when five cases were recorded 
that month. Six cases were reported 
the following month, and the number 
has almost doubled In October. 


One of the principal causes for the 


spread of the disease is the failure of 
those families in which one member 
has become afflicted- to call a doctor, 
according to Mr. Sanders. The chil- 
dren are permitted to run around un- 
til they become so ill they must re- 
main In bed, thus exposing others. 


"Whooping cough usually lasts from 


six to eight weeks. It Is dangerous 
in severe cases because children of- 
tentimes almost become strangled, ne- 
cessitating continual watch of them 
by their parents. Xo deaths have re- 
sulted from the disease in Appleton 
lately although such an occurence is 
not unusual, it Is said. 


Adults seldom contract the disease.

NO KLAN ISSUE IN WISCONSIN 
The Ku Klux Klan "issue" in Wiscon- 


sin is a myth. In the first place, the Klan 
does not exist in Wisconsin, in the sense 
that it has any influence or is of any con- 
sequence. The fuss that has been raised 
about the Klan is merely a sideshow to 
draw attention away from the main facts 
and questions of the election. We do not 
know whether Mr. Zimmerman, for in- 
stance, was once a member of the Klan 
or not. Affidavits that he was have been 
presented and at least one of them has 
been repudiated by the maker. Mr. Zim- 
merman denies he is a member. Whether 
he was or not makes no particular differ- 
ence. He :s not now, and, as we have said, 
the Klan is a negligible institution in this 
state. What applies to Mr. Zimmerman, 
so far as the Klan is concerned, applies to 
other candidates. We should not link this 
organization up with our government or 
^.politics. It has no place in either and it 
can have no place, except as- we are fool- 
ish enough to give it by permitting it to 
influence our votes and attitude in elec- 
tions. The best way to treat the Klan 
where it has no real foothold is to ignore 
it. Should it become strong enough in this 
state to make itself felt, which is wholly- 
improbable, and it should attempt seri- 
ously to inject itself into our politics, that 
will be time enough to deal with it. 


The point we are making is that the 


Klan is not worth while bothering about. 
It is for practical purposes an intangible 
nothing. Why take notice of it? 
The 


issues that count in the election next week 
and that will continue to count in state 
elections, are taxation, economy, honesty 
and efficiency in government, conserva- 
tion, constructive management of state 
institutions, the sound promotion of ed- 
ucation, wise public improvements, clean 
vs. machine politics, suppression of the 
demagogue and of his appeals to class 
animosities and misunderstanding. 


The Klan in Wisconsin is of infinitesi- 


mal importance compared to any one of 
these questions. It has forced itself into 
the politics of other states but we should 
-not let it do so here. There is, as we have 
said, no occasion for it, because the Klan 
is nothing in Wisconsin in social and civic 
life.

Rheumatism, as a word, is derived 
rom Greek term which originally ifteant a flow or 
us. especially a watery discharge from the nose, 
nown since the dark ages as a "cold." This idea 
till clinxs to the term rheumatism, in the lay mind, 
nd I fear some such notion hovers in the back- 
round of the medical mind where this misleading: 
rm is still employed. In another way I am glad 


• reiterate as often as possible that-there is no 
uch condition or disease as rheumatism, for be my 
oice ever so feeble this does tend to plant doubt 


the mind of the younger reader, at any rate, and 


hat will inevitably make physicians a little more 
autious about prepetnUing- the rheumatism hoax 
i intelligent patients. 
Among the various booklets or popular manuals 
hich the profilic Dr. Barker of Johns Hopkins has 
otten out lately is one entitled ".Rheumatism: Its 
leaning: and Menace." and in this little book the 
ndefatigable author firmly but gently assures the 
eader that "as a single entity 'rheumatism' has 
sappeared. We can -afford to "let 'it go, for we 
)se nothing. . . . We shall not use the word 
heumatism' again in this book as a name for any 
pecific disease, but only (and then but rarely) as a 
esignation for a whole group of diseases." A re- 
arkable conclusion—to make the word which has 
;sappeared designate a whole group of diseases! 
evertheless Dr. Barker, in collaboration with ,Dr. 
ole. does give the lay reader a clear conception of 
le nature of the diseases which he so designates, 
ppleton publishes the little book and the public 
brary probably has-it. 
Last time we quarreled about uric acid you may 
emember that I brushed aside all your hypothetic 
r impertinent questions and gave as the concensus 
f modern medical opinion the view that any excess 
' uric acid found'by chemical examination of the 
ood or any deposits of sodium monourate in the 
jints or soft tissues of the body should be con- 
dered rather a secondary feature than a cause of 
r explanation for the patient's trouble. Such find- 
igs (not mere assumptions) indicate, according to 
•nost recent knowledge, not > that the patient has 
een consuming too much uric acid forming food 
ut rather that his metabolism or oxidation process 


a little slow. 
All uric acid, whether that which is normally 
resent in the blood in health, or the excess which 


may be present in various disease conditions such 
s pneumonia^ nephritis, leucemia and gout, is de- 
ved from the incomplete oxidation of nitrogenous 


material, and such material ma? be the food one 
ats or the nuclear substance of body cells which 
re being burned up as fuel to supply the heat or 
nergy required to run tne body. If nitrogenous 
ood or nuclear cell substance is completely burned 
r oxidized in the body, no uric acid is produced, 
ut instead the material is burned into urea and 
his waste matter eliminated through the kidneys 
nd intestines. If examination reveals much un- 
urned fuel of this sort in the ,blood or the tissues, 
the cue is clear: Look to the drafts.

WHAT TO DO ABOUT OIL 


Washington, D. C.—If the public ac- 


cepts as authoritative the report ol the 
Federal Oil Conservation Board that 
there Is only enough oil In sight in this 
country to last six years, automobile 
manufacturers, dealers, and salesmen 
shortly will be out o£ luck. Without 
oil there can be no gasoline, and with- 
out gasoline an automobile is quite as 
useless as a sailing vessel without a 
sail, or an ox-cart without an ox. 


However, the findings of the Board 


have been disseminated widely, and yet 
there has been no resultant slump in 
the exchange quotations on the stocks 
of the principal companies in the auto- 
motive industry. Nor has there been 
any indication that automobile dealers 
are running to cover, or taking on Ice 
and coal, or any other sideline to bol- 
ster up a faltering business, and if any 
salesmen have switched to other ad- 
tivities their number is not sufficient 
to create a furore in the employment 
world. 


This might be regarded as passing 


strange in view of the fact that the 
United States is so dependent upon oil 
and its most Important product, gas- 
oline, for transportation, industry, na- 
tional defense, recreation, and travel. 
With the exception of foodstuffs, says 
one authority, oil Is the most vital of 
the necessaries in this industrialized 
age, and i- is far more of a necessity 
in this than 'in any other country in 
the world. 
In the circumstances the only ac- 


cepted explanation of the 
national 


tranquility in the face of the official 
warning of an emminent exhaustion of 
the oil supply is that Americans either 
are prone to step on the gas and let 
come what may, or they are chronic 
optimists who will not believe in the 
possibility of catastrophe until it ac- 
tually overtakes them. Some of the ex- 
perts who are studying the problem 
say that both alternatives of the ex- 
planation are soundly based. Amer- 
icans are shortsighted, careless, and 
wasteful, they say, and they have an 
optimism that is predicted on the abil- 
ity of American genius to meet every 
emergency that may arise. 


In their optimism they are encour- 


aged, first by the oil people who de- 
clare that new and adequate oil sup 
plies will be developed; second, by the 
shale people who assert that there is 
enough oil-bearing shale in sight in 
the country to provide all the oil—and 
gasoline—that will be needed for cen- 
turies, and, third, by scientists who

promise to develop a new fuel that will 


take the place of oil- and gasoline 
whenever it is needed. 
OIL, BOARD NOT SO PESSIMISTIC 


As a matter of fact, the Federal Oil 


Conservation Board, composed of Sec- 
retary of the Interior Work, Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover, 
Secretary 
of 


War Davis, and Secretary of the Navy 
"Wilbur, is not so pessimistic as to the 
outlook when its entire report Is con- 
sidered. Rather it seems that the 
Board is concerned primarily 
over 


wringing about the elimination of oil 
wastage, which involves sooperation 
among states where oil Is produced, oil 
operators, consumers, and government 
officials. 
There must be natural concern over 


the supply of oil, says the Board, be- 
cause of the manifest dependence of 
so large a part of our industrial life, 
national defense, and domestic comfort 
upon continued adequate supplies of 
lubricants for all machinery and fuel 
for automotive engines. 
The total 


present reserves in pumping and flow- 
ing wells in the proven sands has been 
estimated at about 4,500,000.000 bar- 
rels, which is theoretically but six 
year's supply, though, of course, it 
can not be extracted so quickly. Fu- 
ture maintenance of even current sup- 
plies implies the constant discovery of 
new fields and the drilling of new 
wells. Hitherto there has been no fail- 
ure to discover such new fields as re- 
quired. However, this dependence up- 
on fortuitous discovery of new fields 
renders it Imperative that every effort 
shall be made to secwe the maximum 
amount of oil from the known fields 
and the most 'beneficial use of the oil 
that' is produced. 


"The present imports from Latin- 


American fields," continues the report, 
"amount to about 62,000,000 barrels 
annually of crude oil, against which we 
export about 94,000,00,0 barrels of pro- 
ducts. The fields of Mexico and South 
America are of large yield, and much 
promising geologic structure is as yet 
unnrilled. 


"That- our companies should vigor-, 


ously acquire and explore such fields 
Is of first importance, not only as a 
source of future supply, but supply 
under our own citizens. Our experi- 
ence with the exploitation of our con- 
sumers by foreign-controlled sources 
of rubber, nitrate, potash, and other 
raw materials should be 
sufficient 


warning as to what we may exp-ct if 
we shall 1 ecome dependent upon for- 
eign nations for our oil supply." 


President Coolidge's Cabinet advis- 


ers who spent some eighteen months 
in studying the oil supply problem 
make various specific recommenda- 
tions as to how industry in the 


United States can contribute to as- 
sured future supplies. 


Continued exploration for the ex- 


tension of known sands and deeper 
sands in known fields, and continued 
exploration for new fields, are the 
first suggestions offered. Then it is 
pointed out that systematic research 
and experiment upon methods of se 
curing a larger proporation of oi 
from the sands, and in new meth 
ods and cheapened costs in refining 
and cracking oils, and in waste el 
imination, will be a further step.' Co 


in the sane de 
fields to preven 


operative methods 
velopment of new 
wasteful flush-flow and overproduc 
tlon are also suggested to the oi 
producing industry, as well as the 
expansion of American holdings in 
foreign oil fields. Then, too engini 
builders are urged to research am 
application of more economical use o 
petroleum products. 


The Board does not say anything 


about the propensity of many Amer 
ican automobile drivers to step on th 
gas, regardless of necessity therefore 
or of the wastage that grows out o 
the use of cars that is not necessary 
to business and does not contribut 
to real, wholeome recreation. Prob 
ably it considered that suggestion 
along- that line would not accomplis' 
any good, and might be somewha 
generally resented.

When the lengthening shadows have 


given away to gathering darkness, the 
bat begins his day. 


Slipping noiselessly from his hiding 


_ place in 
eome thick-leaved tree, be- 


j hind the closed shutters of a deserted 
building, or from the dusty recesses of 
some little-frequented attic, he launch- 
es into the air, intent on satisfying his 
growing hunger. 


First he usually seeks the nearest 


water, and, dipping gracefully to the 
surface, sips his full, for his has been 
a dry bed-chamber. 


Then he starts his hunting for his 


winged prey, for with all of the spe- 
cies of temperate climates, and with 
all except a few of the tropics, living 
Insects alone are eaten. 


Though much has been 
written 


about his diet, the fact remains that 
very little is positively known about 
the groups of insects most commonly 
taken. Many moths are secured and 
many-believe that mosquitoes in large 
numbers fall prey to these tireless po- 
licf-men of the night. 


Though not without their own pecu- 


liar species of vermin—for practically 
none of earth's creatures' are free from 
some annoying parasite—bats do not 
cnrry bedbugs.

I find that It Is difficult for a right- 


banded passer to throw a ball for- 
ward with any 
degree of accuracy 


•while running to the left. 
It is in- 


versely true for southpaws. It seems 
necessary to come to a complete stop 
in order 
to change position of the 


body and especially to secure proper 
stance of the feet. 


Playing right halfback, I threw all 


my passes from a running formation 
•while going to the left. By making a 
complete turn to the rear, more de-

Never use the side arm throw. It 


is too easily blocked. The overhand 
pass starts the ball on its course 
above the

linemen and can 
be thrown even 


when entirely surrounded by oppon- 
ents. 


Be sure to obtain the proper grip 


on the ball before passing. Incorrect- 
ly held, the ball moves wobbily 
through the air and cannot cover any 
great distance.

-scoured almost unconsciously as the 
passer is running or glancing over 
the field of play.

HUGE TOTAL SPENT 


The total1 expenditures by the state 


highway departments 'n 1925 for road 
and bridge construction en the several 
state highway sys'ems amounted to 
SC49.1C5.101, according to reports from 
the highway departments just compil- 
ed by the Bureau of Public Koads. Of 
the total expenditure 59.6 per cent was 
spent for road and bridge construction, 
1S.4 per cent for maintenance, and 3.5 
per cent for materials and equipment. 
Administrative and engineering costs 
accounted for 4.7 per -ent of the totai. 
ilnterest and principal payments on 
bonds 7.S per cent, and miscellaneous 
expenditures amounted to 6.0 per cent 
of the total. 


To meet these expenses the high- 


way departments received from vari- 
ous sources during the year a total 
income of $780,081.292 of which $115,- 
656,721 was available as a balance from 
the previous year's operations, so that 
the amount of money raised during the 
year was only $664,424,5"!. Of the lat- 
ter amount 43.5 per cent was raised 
by means o£ motor vehicle license fees 
and gasoline taxes, 30 per cent from 
the former and the balance from the 
latter. The sale bonds realized 21.3 per 
cent of the total for the year, and fed- 
eral aid received from the national 
government amounted to 13.9 per cent. 
Funds transferred to the state by the

Although the year's expenditures 


were slightly greater •'bar. the previ- 
ous year's total of $605,665.207, the bal- 
ance of $130,956,191 carried over into 
the current year was even greater 
than the amount of unexpended funds 
carried over from 1924. The rate of 
construction remained about the same 
as in previous years. 


One of *he most significant facts 


brought out by the report is the re- 
markable increase in the percentage ot 
the total highway income derived from 
motor vehicle and gasoline taxes, and 
falling off In the percentage represent- 
ing real and personal property taxa- 
tion. There has been a steady tendency 
in this direction since 1921. In that 
year the combined income from motor 
x'ehicle license and gasoline taxes 
amounted to 25.S per cent, the gas tax 
revenue amounting to less than one 
per cent. In 1925 the income produced 
from these sources was 43.5 per cent 
of the year's total and the gas taxes 
alone 13.5 per cent. 


In the same period taxes on property 


specifically for road purposes have 
dropped from 11.2 per cent to 3.3 per 
cent of the year's total income. Includ- 
ing the income from appropriations 
and miscellaneous sources, most of 
which is raised indirectly by property 
taxation, the 1921 percentage was 20.7 
and the 1925 percentage was 10.5.

The Circus Maximus cov- 
ered a large portion of the southeast 
quarter of Rome. The fire was started 
^o clear the city of this nuisance. 


"The intention was to burn only the 


Circus Maximus, but the flro got out 
of control and a great part of Rome 
was destroyed. This was the first zon- 
ing ordinance that there is any writ- 
ten record of. The fire cleared every- 
thing undesirable out and after every 
great conflagration there Js a tendency 
to rebuild and improve that which was 
burned. So it was in Rome. Insteac 
of the narrow, crooked alleys, wide 
Bpaclous and beautiful streets were 
built. In this day it is not necessary to 
burn an undesirable section of the cit> 
in order to get rid of It- One can pro- 
ceed In a lawful way*

University of Wisconsin agricultural 
experiment station to combat the out 
break of hog cholera prevalent since 
the first r^rt cf O*f"b"r. 
In A letter sent to every licensee 


veterinarian in the state Thursday 
Dr. R. B. Hadley, experiment station 
veterinarian said the supply of serum 
and virus on hand was sufficient t 
treat every herd in which the diseas 
has broken out, or which has been 
exposed. 


The price of the serum to veterin 
arians is $1.50 per hundred cubi< 
centinmenters, Dr. Hadley said, whll' 
the price of virus is $1.80- per hun 
dred cubic centlmenters. This repre- 
sents, he- said, the actual cost of th> 
serum and virus to the university. 


Due to extensive vaccination treat 


ments in the state, the supply was 
practically exhaused when the out 
break occurred a month ago. The di 
sease at that time was more or less 
prevalent in Grant-co near Prairie du 
Chien and Lancaster, Rock-co, east o 
Janesville, La Crosse-co. near La 
Crosse and Onalaska, "Winnebago-co 
Bear Oshkosh, Dane and Outagamie- 
cos near Appleton, Madison and Ore- 
gon. 


Officials of the state department of 
agriculture said that the disease has 
spread to other herds but is under 
control. 


"While the supply of serum is suffi 
cient to treat, affected 
or exposed 


hogs, veterinarians were instructed 
in-Dr. Hadley's letter, not to use the 
serum for herds in which no trace ol 
the disease has been found. 


At the time of the outbreak, the 
State department of agriculture warn 
ed hog growers to separate diseased 
hogs from the healthy members ol 
their herds and to call for trained 
help as quickly as possible. 


"While the outbreak is being watch' 


ed, officials of the state department 
and the experiment station express- 
ed no fear that they could not keep 
the epidemic under control with the 
new supplies of serum.
